The married woman's story was 
that she had run away from her 
husband, who had been crue! to 
her and on her way to Hongkong 
to search for employment she had 
met the defendant, who had offer- 
ed to take her toSSingapore but,. 
on refusing she was forced by 
threats to accompany her ‘to * 
house, where she met the children. 
They were then all brought to 
Hongkong with the intention of 
being taken to Singapore.
